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CHAPMAN ESCAPES 
FROM SHERIFF FOX 


Colored Man Bound For Stiltwater 
Made Sensational Get-Away— 
Jumped From Car Window 


Minot, N.D., June 14.—This morn- 
ing at about 2.30 o'clock a_ colored 
man being taken back to Stillwater, 
Oklahoma, to answer for the murder 
of a white man, effected a sensational 
escape from the deputy sheriff in 
charge of him just as the Soo train 
No. 108 was pulling out of the station 
ut Kenmare, $ 

Jumped Through Train Window. 

The deputy sheriff and the chief of 
police at Kenmare headed a posse this 
morning, which is scouring the coun- 
try for the murderer, No trace of 
him has been found. The names of 
the colored man and deputy sheriff 
cannot be learned, The officer 
boarded the train with his prisoner 
somewhere near Medicine Hat. He 
was handcuffed to the seat in one of 


the day coaches. The deputy left 
him for a moment just as the train 
Was pulling out of Kenmare. The 
Prisonef in some way got the hand- 


cuffs loose from the seat and made a 
break for liberty. He met the con- 
ductor if the vestibule, dashed him 
aside and jumped headlong through 
the vestibule window. The train had 
been making good headway. For 
Some reason or other the deputy, in 
his confusion at the man's eseape, did 


not stop the train. It was not be- 
lieved possible that he could have 
survived the leap from the window 


and he was confident that his man 
would be pieked up by some of the 
railroad trackmen seriously, if not 
fatally, injured. The deputy came 
through to Minot and went back on 
train No, 107. With the chief of 
Police and others he has been scour- 


ing the countryside all day. There 
is no trace of the murderer. He is 
still handcuffed, as the handcuffs 


which bound his wrists can be opened 
only by the application of machinist’s 
tools or keys in the hands of the de- 
puty. Foot-prints were found in 
the soft ground near the lake at Ken- 
mare, but they stopped at the lake 
shore. The man may have entered 
the water and walked a short distance 
to cover up his tracks, and may now 
be hiding somewhere in the vicinity of 
the town, 

The story of the man’s crimes, as 
told by the deputy sheriff, Is that the 
colored man eloped with a white 
woman from. Stillwater, Oklahoma, 
after the prisoner had successfully 
negotiated a plan to murder her hus- 
band, There was a sénsational es- 
cape of the pair from Oklahoma to 
Canadian country, where the deputy 
has spent two months in trying to get 
the Canadian authorities to deliver 
them up te him. | He finally succeed- 
ed in getting the colored man, but the 
white woman is still on the Canadian 
side. The man broke the glass in 
the vestibule by repeated blows of his 
head and then plunged through, A 
piece of his clothing and blood stains 
on the grass indicate tnat he was in- 
jured in going through. 


ONTARIO TOWNS GROWING. 


Municipal Board Has Many Applica- 
tions for Extension. 

Toronto, June 13.—There has been 
a steady increase in the work of the 
Ontario Railway and Municipal Board 
since its organization four years ago. 
As shown by figures in the annual re- 
port, 261 applications were made to 
the board during 1909. Thirteen ap- 
plications were for the annexation of 
additional territory to cities and 
towns, 

A report on accidents on railways 
under the board's jurisdiction shows 
that sixteen persons were killed dur- 
ing the year and 349 Injured. of 
those killed, three were passengers 
and two employees and 11 travellers 
on the highway. Of the injured, 301 
Were passengers, 23 employees and 
134 travellers, These figures show 
improvement over the previous year, 
when 26 were killed and 301 injured, 


CHILD INJURED BY BEAR. 


Little Girl in Nelson Had Narrow 
Escape. 

Nelson, B.C., June 13.—Effie ' Lar- 
son, the eight year old daughter of 
Gud Larson, of Phoenic, had a narrow 
escape from death in the paws of a 
beaf today, Serious wounds were in- 
flicted on her neck and on one shoul- 
der by the claws, but rescue came in 
time to saye her. The bear had been 
capturd as a cub and was kept in the 
public square of the city as a _ pet, 
Children were feeding it when the 
animal grabbed Effie and began to 
hug her. Her screams attracted Mra. 
Arthur Webster, who beat the animal 
over the head with a club until it re- 
leased its prisoner. The child is now 
out of danger except for the grave 
possibility of blood poisoning. 


Couldn't Finance Merger,

Churchill, forgetting that he was 
not discussing the mater with a col- 
league, adopted a strongly contro- 
versin!] tone and distinetly crossed the 
invisible line which separates king and 
subject even in the most informal in- 
tercourse. . 

His majesty seemed at first a little 
puszled, but when it dawned upon 
him that hig views were being dis- 
fected in House of Commons mahner, 
he grew unmistakably angry, 

“Do not let us detain you from your 
constituents, Mr. Churchill,” the king 
is reported to have said as he per- 
emptorily concluded the audience. 

The unfortunate secretary withdrew 
As quickly as possible and has been 
littie seen in public places since. 


DAWSON CITY IS VERY 
BUSY THIS SEASON 


Ned T. Congdon Tells of Many New 
Hydro-Elecctric Plants Which Are 
Being Established to Wrest Gold 
From the Creeks of the Yukon— 
Activity Around the Dome. 


Vancouver, June 13—H. HH, Cong- 
don, M.P. for Dawson city, gave what 
ig perhaps the most complete, inter- 
esting and instructive account of Daw- 
son's activities and possibilities that 
has been given to the public for many 
moons. Mr. Congdon is a clear, deep 
and quick reaching the vital 
points of his subject without apparent 
effort and expressing himself with a 
readiness and brevity which is a de- 
light to the interviewer, accustomed 
to search through a waste basketful 
of non-essentials for the few lines he 
is in quest of. 

Speaking of what is at present be- 
ing done in the Yukon capital, Mr. 
Congdon said:-— 

New Company Formed. 

“A new company is being formed 
which will embrace the old Bonanza 
company's holdings, at the mouth of 
the Klondyke river, and a large part 
of Copper, Hunker and Last Chance 
creeks and the Anderson concession; 
also the Dominion sulphur, quartz and 
probably the Gold Run creek proper- 
ties. This will make. a proposition 
quite as valuable as the Yukon Gold 
company's holdings and much more 
extensive. 

“The scheme of working will be by 
installing dyro-electric power capable 
of operating dredger, electric lifts and 
the pumping of water for hydraulic 
purposes, The installation of the plant 
will perhaps cost not more than one- 
fifth of the amount expended by the 
Yukon Gold company for similar pur- 
poses. This cheap electric power 
should soon be available in the Klon- 
dyke and Fort Mile regions, for all 
mining requirements, and, of course, 
the cheaper and more abundant the 
power the larger the area of profit- 
uble working. 

“An English company is installing 
a magnificent electric plant at the 
Sourdough coal mine, about fifty miles 
below Dawson, on the Yukon river. 
This company will get a cheap power 
immediately at the coal mine, and will 
have _the advantage of it being dis- 
tributed to them in winter as well as 
summer. This company owns electric 
light, telephone and domestic water 
system of Dawson, and will furnish 
electric power not only in the Klon- 
dyke district, but also in the Forty 
Mile end Sixty Mile districts. 

“I am informed that T. G. Wilson 
has also secured capital to establish 
a large electric plant on the Klon- 
dyke. The immense power thus oby 
tained will enable a vast extent of 
gold bearing ground to be cheaply 
worked and will also furnish the pow- 
er for the large quartz mine, which is 
confidently expected to be developed 
in that district. 

“At the large dome from which all 
the creeks in the Klondyke country 
radiate considerable work in quartz 
development has already been done. 
The Quartz Dome Development com- 
pany, owning the properties between 
Upper Dominion and Lombard creeks, 
has located four leads of fine width 
on the surface and tested these by 
shafts of considerable depth, also by 
eross-cutting them with a shaft 1,300 
feet in width, and at a level of 650 
feet below the surface, All these, both 
on the surface and at the level men- 
tioned show a fine pay. 

“At its recent meeting in Toronto 
this company reorganized in order to 
provide capital for further develop- 
ment and systematic mining. Indeed, 
it would not be surprising to see with- 
in the next few years thousands of 
stamps crushing the ores of the Dome 
properties alone. There still remains 
large areas of auriferous gravels on 
the Stewart, Pelly, Hootalinqua and 
other rivers, awaiting cheap modes of 
working, and the quartz possibilities 
of the country are practically illimit- 
able, so that in my humble opinion 
the Yukon has struck ‘hard pan.’ "

EDMONTON BUSINESS 
SHOWS BIG INCREASE 


Figures Compiled by Secretary Fisher, 
of the Board of Trade, Show Gveat 
Growth Especially During the Past 
Two Months—Monthly Wholesale 
Wage Roll $10,000,

That Edmonton business has made 
great progress during the past few 
years is conclusively shown by sta- 
tistics that have just been compiled 
by F. TT. Fisher, secretary of the 
Edmonton board of trade. 

In‘order to obtain exact information 
as to the rate at which the business 
of the city is developing, a circular 
was not long ago sent out to every 
wholesale house and every manufac- 
turer in Edmonton, enclosing forms 
for replies to certain specific ques- 
tions as to the number of hands em*> 
ployed, monthly pay roll, volume of 
business done, increase or decrease in 
business, etc. 

A great many of these forms,though 
not all, have now been returned. Those 
which have been returned, however, 
are thoroughly representative, and 
may safely be taken as a basis on 
which to estimate conditions in re- 
gard to businesses which have not 
made returns. The figures obtained 
are a little surprising, though the 
secretary expected to find a_ very 
marked increase in business, 

The questions were designed partic- 
ularly to ascertain the increase in Ed- 
monton's distributing trade in the five 
year period since 1905. Of all the 
returns received, only one does not 
show # very remarkable increase in 
volume of business. The majority of 
the husinesses making returns have 
been instituted since 1905; but those 
Which were in existence at that date 
show an increase in volume of over 
240 per cent. The total value of Ed- 
mouton's distributing business ap- 
pears to have increased frum about 
$3,000,000 in 1905, to over twenty 
million dollars per annum at present. 

The number of hands employed in 
Edmonton's wholesale trade and man- 
ufacturing concerns is about 2,629,and 
the monthly pay rolls aggregate about 
$168,000. 

Most of the increase in volume has 
taken place during the last couple of 
years, and the prospects appear excel. 
lent for a more marked increase in 
the immediate future. Taken in con- 
junction with the marked tncrease of 
bank clearings, these figures would 
appear to indicate that the trade of | 
this city is in a remarkably healthy | 
condition.

Outlines Plans of Great Britain,

30,554,200 ACRES IN 
CROP IN CANADA 


Increase Over Last Year Was 2,359,- 
300, and Over 1900, 4,951,050 Acres 
—Alberta has Fine Record With 
150,000 Acres More Than Last Year 
in Oats Alone. 


Ottawa, June 14—-The census and 
statistics office has issued a report on 
the estimated area and condition cf 
the principal field crops of Canada at 
the end of May, based on tne reports 
of a large staff of correspondents 

The area of all these feta erups is 
reported at 30,664,200 weres, which is 
2,359,300 acres more thin last vear 
and 4,951,050 acres more than in } 900, 
The largest increase has taxen place 
in wheat which has now reached ¢,- 
294,800 acres. In 1909 it was 7 75u,- 
100 acres and in 1908 it was ¢,610,300 
acres, which is a gain in two yeurs cf 
2,684,500 acres Or more than 40 per 
cent, 

The provinces of Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta increased their 
area in wheat from 2,496,466 acres in 
1900 to 5,624,000 acres in 1908 and 
to 8,395,400 in 1910. In Saskatchewan 
alone the increase of this year over 
last year is 1,163,000 acres, 

Ontario shows an increase in fall 
wheat from 581,100 to 609,200 acres, 
and in oats from 3,142,200 to 3,272,- 
000 acres; Quebec from 1,574,100 to 
1,649,000 acres; Manitoba from 1,390,- 
000 to 1,451,000 acres; Saskatchewan 
from 1,847,000 to 1,973,000 acres, and 
Alberta from 820,000 to 974,000 acres. 


The condition, of pastures is over 
100 in the Maritime provinces and 
Quebec, It is 93.60 in Ontario, 89 
in British Columbia, and around 80 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and’ Al- 
berta. 

Alfalfa is growing in favor in all 
the provinces, but especially in On- 
tario, where a large number of -cor- 


respondents report upon the increased 
area in this crop. 

The effects of late crops. have been | 
felt in many places and injury has | 
been done to fruits and tender veget- 
ables in some localities, but generally 
the prevailing low temperatures of

RENCH SUBMARINE 


SINKING OF F 


Big Gash Was Torn in Pluviose’s Hull 
by Channel Steamer. 


Calais, France, June 13—The man- 


jner of the sinking of the French sub- 


marine, Pluvoise, was revealed today 
when the superstructure was raised 
at low tide. A rent, 15 feet long and 
two feet wide, was cut in the stern 
where the submerged craft had been 
struck by the channel steamer, Pas 
De Calais. Two bodies were recover- 
ed before the rising tide again closed 
over the wreck, 

The Pluviose was sunk with her 
crew of 27 men in the Bnglish chan- 
nel, two miles off the French coast on 
May 28. Sinee that time wreckers 
have been engaged at every high tide 
in*towing the submarine ashore. It 
was impossible to raise the wreck to 


the surface. Today in the shallow 
water of the jetty the superstructure 
rose to view and the first. thorough 
examination was possible, 

The body of helmsman Lebreton, 
clad in oOilskins, was found at his 
post in the steering tower. The trap- 
door leading from the tower to the 
compartment below was closed. A 


second body had been recovered when 
the tide returning forced the suspen- 
sion of the operations. As it is now 
established that the hull is filled with 
water, a hole will be drilled through 
the plates to make possible the re- 
moval of other bodies. The funeral 
for the lost créw will be attended by 
President Faillieres and the cabinet. 

Calais, France, June 13—Five more 
bodies have been removed from the 
Prenech submarine Piuvoise. These in- 
clude the body of Commander Calot, 
who was found dead at his post, his 
hands clutching the periscope. Yes- 
terday the bodies of Fasign Emmel- 
helms and L. BE. Breton, and one of 
the crew were, removed at low tide.

In the current monthly report of 
the Trade and Commerce Department, 
the Canadian Trade Commissioner at 
Leeds and Hull cites one item of farm 
produce in which Canada seems to be 
losing her place in the British market 
to foreign countries. He says: “It is 
to be regretted that whilst the quan- 
tities of eggs shipped from Canada to 
this country are showing a decline 
year by year, there is a marked ac- 
tivity in the business done in imported 
eggs from other sources, Statistics 
recently published show that Riga has 
the largest trade In eggs of any Rus- 
sian port and that nearly two-thirds 
of this trade is with England. Of the 
enormous quantity of 23,472,658 ‘great 


hundreds’ (a ‘great Nundred'’ being 
120’) of eges exported from Russia 
last year, 9,868,333 great hundreds 
were shipped from Riga. Of these, 


6,044,448 great hundreds were sent to 
the United Kingdom, more than half 
coming to this district Leeds and 
Hull, for instance, took 3,188,592 great 
hundreds between them; Grimsby, 
36,048 great hundreds, and West Har 
tlepool, 10,440 great hundreds. Al- 
though onc ragement is being given 
to home supply, the extent to which 
Great britain is dependent upon for- 
eign sources is shown by the large 
annual imports, which, last year, am- 
ounted to 17,710,441 great hundreds 
valued at $36,176,510." There would

FINLAND'S FREEDOM 
WILL BE TAKEN AWAY 


Finnish Bill Leaves That Country at 
the Mercy of Russian Ouma—Duchy 
Will, Not Submit te .the Sweeping 
Chanae—There Will Be Strenucus 
Resistance. 


— 


St. Petersburg, June 13—That there 
is serious trouble ahead in Finland as 
a result of the passage of the new 
Finnish bill is ot doubted here,, but 
the Russianization of Finland will be 
carried forward regardless of protest 
and with whatever force is necessary. 
So a repetition of the atrocities of 


the Bobrikoff administration with an 
era of futile but bloody uprisings, and 
probably reckless assassinations may 
be looked for. 

How very far-reaching the measure 
is will be seen from the lost of sub- 
jects enumerated in the bill as being 
under the jurisdiction of the Russian 
parliament. The latter will be au- 
thorized to fix the participation of 
Finland in the expenditure of ihe eim- 
pire and to impose taxes for this pur- 
pose, thus depriving the Finnish peo- 
ple of one of the primary rights of a 
constitutionally governed country, the 
right to tax itself. 

; Rights of Russians. 

sIt will be empowered to determine 
tHe rights of Russian subjects in Fin- 
land, a provision clearly aiming at 
the introduction of Russiay | official- 

m in conflict with,one of thesfun- 
damental principles of the Finnish 
constitution, that the country shall be 
governed with the assistance of na- 
tive authorities only. It will be able 
to ‘constitute, in the interests of the 
empire, exceptions to the Finnish 
criminal law of procedure"’—and thus 
to interfere with the administration 
of justice. It will be entitled to leg- 
islate on popular education, on the 
right of holding public meetings and 
of forming associations, on the press 
on the importation of foreign litera. 
ture, on the customs relations between 
the two countries, on trade marks and 
copyrights, on the monetary system 
on means of communication, on naviga- 
tion, and on the rights of aliens in Fin- 
Jand, It is difficult to understand what 
questions will be left for the Finnish 
Diet to deal with, Moreover, the bill 
contains a saving clause to the effect 
that amendinents to the bill shall bs 
made by the Russian legislature alone. 

The only provision which. gives Fin- 
nish views a chance of consideration in 
these vast fields of legislation consists 
in thie, that legislative proposals, before 
being utimately decided by the Duma 
or Council of Empire, are to be commu: 
nicated to the Finnish Senate for ite 
opinion, and that the Finnish people 
are to be represented in the Council gf 
in the 


Fmpire by one member and 
Duma by four members. 
‘It is evident that these few Fin- 


nish members could not do much, and 
as for the Finnish Senate, it must be 
remembered that it is a body nomin- 
ated by the Tsar. 

Holding Them Down. 

The Finnish Diet has unanimously 
declared that is provisions can not 
be regarded as valid in Finland. Conse- 
quently, whenever an attempt is made 
to execute a law enacted under the pro- 
cdure outlined in the bill there will be 
resistance, Nearly all of the Finnish 
judges, administrative officials, and 
individuals who may~be affected by 
such a law will declare that they can 
not comply with it since it has been 
illegally enacted and is in conflict 
with the constitution which they have 
sworn. to uphold. And then the his- 
tory of the Bobrikoff era will repeat 
iteelf. Judges and officials will be 
summarily deposed, private persons 
oprioned, exiled, or deported to re- 
mote parts of Russia. 

(here re other consequences of 
measure which will seriously affect 
foreign countries, such a custome and 
navigation. The present bill paves 
the way for the extension to Finland 
unsuited to the economic conditions 
of the prohibitive Russian. tariffs, 0 
of the Grand Duchy, where many in- 
slustries depend on foreign imports. 

With regard to navigation, the pilot 
and lighthouse service, the fixing of 
harbor dues, and so on wil! be made 
dependent on Russian legislation. An 
imperial commission is now itting to 
report on this measure, and it has 
been suggested that the Finngh pilot 
service should be transmitted into a 
Russian department. The Finnish 
pilots have been greatly alarmed by 
thie prospect and they have declar- 
ed that they wil) resign if the mea- 
etre is carried through. And sub-

KING’S OATH IS 


London, June 13—Prime Minister 
Asquith made two very important an- 
nouncements in the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon. In reference to 
a talk of a compromise between the 
Libefals and Conseratives over the 
veto,power of the House of. Lords, he 
said that communications had passed 
between himself and Mr. Balfour, the 


leader of the opposition, on this sub- 
ject. The premier said he hoped that 
these conferences would lead to a 
meeting at an early date. 

The other announcement was in re- 
gard to the accession oath, which has 
caused so much feeling among Roman 
Catholics, by which the King is com- 
pelled to denounce certain forms of 
worship of that church as superstiti- 
ous and idolatrous. 


The prime minister then stated that 
the government proposed to bring in 
a bill at an early date to modify the 
King’s declaration in regard to the 
Roman Catholic faith. Mr, Asquith 
also stated that tomorrow a message 
from the King would be presented to 
the House in regard to the civil list 
and the desirability of establishing a 
regency. 

Roosevelt and His Speech. 

Theodore Roosevelt and his speech 
figured prominently in the proceed- 
ings in the House of Commons today. 
Sir Henry Jas. Dalziel, a Liberal of 
advanced political views, interpellated 
the Toréfgn secretary OF state as to the 
relations between the foreign office 
and Sir Elden Gorst, the British agent 
and consul general in Bgypt,whose ad- 
ministration has been criticized indi- 
rectly by Mr. Roosevelt as too lenient 
toward the Nationalists. 

Sir Edward Grey, who entertained 
Mr. Roosevelt during the last day of 
his visit here, was prepared for the 
question and replied briefly but posi- 
tively that Sir Elden possessed the 
complete confidence of the govern- 
ment. Then he added that he was 
unaware that anything had occurred 
or that anything had been said to 
arouse any misapprehension. Sir 
Henry asked that the foreign secre- 
tary forward a copy of his reply to 
Mr. Roosevelt, whereupon the secre- 


tary answered: “I see no reason 
whatever for sending a copy of my 
statement to Mr. Roosevelt, It has 
no reference to that speech. There 
certainly was nothing in that speech 
to give rise to a question of this 
kind.”’

This Was Decision Practically Arrived 
at by City Commiissioners Yester- 
day Afternoon—Little Bustucss of 
Importance Cainc up for Discus- 
sion at Regular Mecting.

That street railway officials will in 
future have to buy their own uniforms 
instead of having them supplied by 
the department, io the practical effect 
of the decision reached at the com- 
missioners’ meeting yesterday. The 
matter of uniforms was left with Com- 
misisoner Bouilion, and he has expres- 
sed himself in favor of the above 
course, 

City Engineer Latornelle submitted 
an estimate of the cost of draining a 
number of ponds below the broken 
bank at the south of Grierson street. 
He fixed the cost at $125. The matter 
was referred to Commissioner Bouil- 
lin for further action. 

College Gives Option, 

Judge H. C. Taylor, chairman of the 
board of directors of Alberta college, 
forwarded the option on the hillside 
property north of College avenue, the 
purchase of which the city council 
have been considering. The option 
granted is for two months and the 
amount fixed is $22,600. It will be 
referred to the council. 

A number of;tenders for the city 
sceles on the new hay market were 
submitted but a decision on the mat- 
ter was left over until the next meet- 
ing before which time Commissioner 
Butchart will secure further informa- 
tion. The tenderers were .Gorman, 
Grindley and.Clancey, Revillon Bros., 
Sommerville Co., and Thos. Bellamy 
& Co. 

Exchange of Land. 

The matter of exchanging a piece 
of land directly south of the EB. Y. 
& P, railway at the north side of the 
bridge in order that the road may be 
diverted so as to adjoin the railway, 
was also referred to Commissioner 
Bouillon, The land which the city 
wishes to secure in exchange for the 
present roadway is owned by Alberta 
college. 

The matter of inspection of the 
grand stand at the new _ exhibition 
ground was brought up on an inquiry 
from Architect Magoon if he would 
do the inspecting. It was agreed to 
leave the work with the city’s own in- 
Spector, thereby saving considerable 
money. 

City Engineer Latornell wrote with 
reference to securing a small yard 
ebout Bighth street, for a temporay 
tool house.

Uniforms for Officials.

He thought in the 
future the men should be required to 
purchase their own uniforms and 
should also be required to keep them 
in neat condition.

Witn reference to uniforms for the 
fire department Commissioner Butch- 
art repOrtéd that Fire Chief Davidson 
had secured a good cloth upon which 
he thought it advisable to secure tend- 
ers from all the firms who wished to 
tendér, Commissioner Butchart was 
given power to deal with this matter. 

Boulevarding by Day Labor. 

The matter of boulevarding and 
concrete pavements was left with 
Commisisoner Bouillon to decide as 
to whether it should be done by con- 
tract or by day labor. The commis- 
sioner expressed himself in favor of 
the latter method, 

A promoter who last week got a 
one-night, license for a wrestling bout 
asked that it be extended to include a 
a boxing exhibition. The request was 
refused. 

Mr. Gilbert, of Killen & Gilbert, was 
present, and took objection to some 
tenters who were living on the street 
adjoining Eastwood, the sub-division 
owned by the tirm.

Amending License Bylaw. 

Solicitor Bown submitted the am- 
endment to the license bylaw as was 
authorized at the last meeting of the 
city council. It provided that regular 
stores in the city could canvass for 
sales. The bylaw was accepted as 
satisfactory to the Commisioners and 
will be passed on to the council. 

Commissioner Bouillon asked that 
the heads of the different departments 
be asked to submit as soon as possible 
liste of those employed in each de- 
pariment and also a list of the move- 
able materials.
